At  the  request  of 
this  church  Brother  Laniyi.  a na- 
tive preacher  was  ordained  to  the 
riospcl  ministry  in  Mar-h.  This 
church  has  given  seveWTeeu 
preachers  and  teachers  who  form 
the  native  staff  of  our  African 
Mission 

At  Ejigbo  a new  church  has 
beep  buiit.  and  faithful  work  is  be- 
ing done  by  Brother  Ayoola.  The 
membership  remains  at  thirty.  It 
is  a town  most  strongly  Pagan  and 
Christian  work  is  very  difficult 
and  requires  much  patience. 

One  of  the  most  helpful  feat- 
ures of  church  work  in  Ogbomoso 
is  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
workers,  when  we  have  a Bible 
reading,  prayer,  and  each  work- 
er tells  the  story  of  his  efforts  to 
win  people  for  Christ.

Brother  Hills  was  a|  zealous 
■ member  of  the  Baptist  church  for 
j nearly  sixty  years 

He  always  took  a great  interest 
in  Sunday  Sehool  work.  One  of 
1 he  last  acta  of  Christian  service 

I I hat  he  tl id  m ils  to  have  organized 
at  his  lake,  a few  miles  fifbui  town, 
a large  afternoon  Sunday  School. 

! which  seems  to  be  accomplishing 
I a great  deal  of  good,  jj  Brother 
Bills  was  also  a great  temperance 
worker.  He  was  chairnikn  of  the 
temperance  committee  iif  Corinth 
in  1884,  when  the  prohibition  of 
the  liquor  business  was|  effected 
in  the  city,  and  was  leader  of  the 
•.einperance  forces  during  the  7 
j years’  war  waged  by  the  liquor 
’ dealers  in  courts  ami  in  the  legis- 
lature. lie  always  considered  hi's 
temperance  work  the  most  impor- 
, tant  work  of  his  life. 

Brother  Bills  never  allowed  him- 
self to  lose  sight  of  the,  doctrine 
of  the  cross  as  the  only  basis  of 
human  hope.  After  nearly  sixty 
years’  walk  with  God,  the  conso- 
lation that  supported  hiuj  through 
life  awaited  him  in  death,  for  so 
tranquil  were  his  last  jnoments. 
so  completely  was  he  reconciled  to 
both  worlds,  that  he  was  not  only 
ready  to  die,  but  often  :spoke  of 
his  departure  being  better  than  to 
remain  here. 

As  the  end  of  life  drew  near  he 
was  never  known  to  expri1**  the 
least  hesitation  respecting  his 
state,  hut  enjoyed  an  uninterrupt- 
ed assurance  of  a happy  immortal- 
ity His  conversation  breathed 
so  much  of  heaven,  was  sl>  tinctur- 
ed with  the  very  spirit  of  religion 
that  none  could  enjoy  it  without 
an  opportunity  of  being  made  bet- 
ter. 

It  was  evident  to  all  who  knew 
him  that  his  religion  was  not  a 
I transient  impression,  blit  a per- 
j manent  principle,  that  it  blended 
j ‘self  with  all  of  his  feelings  and 
| actions  and  that  it  raised  his 
thoughts,  his  views,  and  his  pas- 
sions toward  heaven. 

The  mild  and  placid  cheerful- 
ness which  marked  his  counten- 
ance and  deportment.  Would  lead 
us  to  suppose  that  he  habitually 
walked  in  the  divine  light,  and 
the  evidence  of  his  interest  in  the 
divine  favor  was  rarely  if  ever 
impaired  or  eclipsed. 

ITo  was  one  of  the  men  whose 
cheerfulness  appeared  to  he  in- 


creased by  age,  verifying  in  this 
particular,  the  description  given 
of  “the  path  of  the  just  which  is 
as  the  shining  light  that  xhineth 
mi. re  and  more  unto  the  perfect 
day.” 

The  law  of  kindness  was  on  his 
tongue.  Ill  the  death  of  our 
brother  our  church  has  sustained 
a great  loss,  but  we  believe  that 
heaven  has  been  enriched  by  his 
going. 

* We  commend  the  heartbroken 
loved  ones  to  Jesus  and  trust  they 
will  look  to  Him,  who  has  prom- 
ised that  all  tilings  work  together 
for  good  to  them  that  love  God. 

Let  us  all  he  comforted  by  the 
thought  that  while  he  can  not 
com.-  hack  to  us,  we  can  go  to 
him.  For  in  my  Father’s  house 
are  many  mansions.

Lumber  Made  of  Straw. 

Making  brick*  without  straw 
once  led  to  an  uprising  in  Egypt, 
yet  this  task  seems  simple  com- 
pared to  making  lumber  without 
wood.  Nevertheless,  in  Barber- 
ton, Ohio,  lives  a man  wllo  labor- 
ed to  produce  lumber  from  straw, 
and  finally  achieved  the  desired 
ends.  Now.  urtifieinl  lumber  is 
being  produced,  and  is  being  em- 
ployed iu  many  ways  where  wood 
was  hitherto  regarded  as  indis- 
pensable. 

This  artificial  lumber  varies  iti 
thickness  from  one-eighth  of  un 
inch  upward,  and  ranges  from 
narrow  mouldings  to  hoards  four 
feet  wide  and  twelve  feet  long. 
According  to  the  inventor,  it  can 
he  impregnated  with  eertaiu  chem- 
icals to  render  it  fireproof,  can  be 
[made  waterproof,  during  manufac- 
ture can  be  permeated  with  any 
desired  color  or  ean  he  given  a pol- 
ished surface  finish.  It  is  made 
under  speeial  proceases  from 
strawhoard  or  directly  from  straw 
and  waste  paper,  opening  up  a 
wide  range  of  possibilities  in  the 
matter  of  crude  material  that  com 
mands  attention  at  a time  when 
the  question  of  building  materials 
is  coming  in  for  such  general  con- 
sideration. — Technical  World 
Magazine.
